As a result of the decision of the Board of Appeals the rejection of claims 3, 5, 9, 10, 17 and 18 
was reversed and the rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 6-8, 1 1-16 and 19-25 was affirmed. Claim 26 
was previously allowed. 

Claim 1 has been amended above to incorporate the subject matter of claims 3 and 5, now 
cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claim 1 should be allowable, as should all claims that 
depend from claim 1 . Claim 9 was rewritten in independent form to include the subject matter of 
claim 1, as well as the subject matter of claim 10. Claim 10 is cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Claim 9 should now be in condition for allowance. Claim 17 was rewritten in 
independent form to include the subject matter of claim 1, as well as the subject matter of claim 
18. Claim 18 is cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claim 17 should now be in condition 
for allowance. 

The Examiner is respectfully requested to allow all of the now pending claims 1 , 2, 4, 6-9, 11-17 
and 19-25, in addition to the already allowed claim 26.
